going bad is-to “wrap. it in linen and 
hang it up.as used to be done with 
ham"—of happy. memory.” ..... 
The ,German authorities are..much 
concerned about the harvest, and it 
|is impossible to avoid the conclusion 
ithat the prospects are not so bright 
‘as. was anticipated. Early veretables 
‘have been more of a mirage than a 
ireality, and the quantities which ap- 
peared on the town.and city markets 


have been.so small as to be almost | tiood t 


negligible. The same may be said 
jof fruit, very little of which found 
its way to the shops and markets. 
Growers held it up, and disposed of 
it.at high prices to those who cared 
to come and fetch it. Potatoes -are 
still being dealt out in quantitics of 
two to three pounds weekly.

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The Alcohol Canada Needs 


Immense Possibilities for Manufac- 


ture of Alcohol for Commer- 
cial Use 


The demand for Domirion prohi- 
bition of the manufacture and sale ‘of 
liquor is growing in volume, Against 
it the old'cry of “damaging business 
interests’ and retarding economic 
“growth”. continues tobe heard. . It 
is the only recourse of:the whiskey 
manufacturers. ae 

Nevertheless’ if the liquor men 
were wise, they would prepare for 
the inevitable change. And in mak- 
ing it they need not lose money 
either, There is a better way. 

Petroleum jis badly wanted in Can- 
ada at all times. The domestic. pro- 
duction is decreasing; the imports in- 
creasing. In 1916 292,000,000 gallons 
of crude and refined petroleum val- 
imported in- 
to the Dominion. 

Why could not a large part of this 
be supplicd by home-made industrial 
alcohol? Industrial alcohol for il- 
jumination, cooking and use in inter- 
nal. combustion. engines is a good 
substitute for petroleum, 

Or take the Canadian imports of 
gasoline. In 1916 Canada imported 
18,322,000 gallons of gasoline valued 
at $3,635,000. The price of this pro- 
duct is increasing all the time, — the 
available supply lessening. Indeed, 
it has been estimated that in 27 years 
the United States’ supply of crude 
oil from which gasoline is obtained 
will be exhausted. 

Why -should not a substitute be 
found in industrial alcohol? That 
Product can be readily made from 
potatoes, sugar, beets, molasses and 
sawdust, x 

To take the possibilities of the po- 
tato alone: According to the Domin- 
jon horticulturist, 300 bushels of po- 
tatoes can be produced from an acre 
of good land if the best methods are 
used. At‘the price of 211-2 cents a 
bushel there would be a greater pro- 
fit to the farmer than in _ raising 
wheat.ordinarily on the prairies. Fur- 
thermore, the potatoes need not be 
sacked and can be shipped frozen. 

As to the sawdust, there is a great 
opportunity in British Columbia for 
the utilization of this waste material 
for the production of alcohol. One 
big powder and explosive factory in 
the United States produces nearly 


wood waste. 
f It-will be seen that there are im- 
mense possibilities before the whis- 
key manufacturer for profitable use 
of his capital and plant if Dominion 
prohibition shall put an‘end to liquor 
making.—Vancouver World,

Silent About U-Boats 


Tells What ‘Happens to the German 
Submarines 


The British admiralty, in agree- 
ment “with the naval authorities of 
the other Allies, has decided not to 
publish: statements, as to the number 
of submarines destroyed from month 
to month, It has been explained that 
it is impossible to tell-with absolute 
certainty when a submersible vessel 
is sunk or only injured. Many. in- 
genious. methods are‘ employed in 
fighting these’ twentieth: century  pir- 
ates, and in,some cases they are of 
such a charcter that it is impossible 
to. determine definitely whether in 
this case or that the enemy ship’ is 
estroyed, The officers and men 
serving at sea in the patrol vesscls, 
which number nearly 3,000, have-their 
own opinion as to {lie number of 
submarines which have been put 
down, but they: are often “unable to 


produce. conclusive evidence. The 
British naval authorities, morcover, 
have come to the conclusion that 


there is nothing which the Germans 
would like to know more than the 
fate of submarines which fail to re- 
turn.. ; 

As an illustration (writes Archi- 
\bald Hurd, in Cassier’s Magazine), 
ten of these vessels are sent to~sca, 
and only a proportion of them turn 
up'again. In the first place it docs 
not know what merchant ships the 
lost submarines may have destroye 
before their careers were, ended. It 
is therefore, impossible to _ prepare 
complete statistics to satisfy ‘the Ger- 
man poplation consumed with “holy 
hatred” and confiding the last des- 
perate hope of victory. In the sec- 
ond place, the German staff directing 
operations are not aware by what 
precise method the submarines were 
destroyed ° or captured. “It would be 
an immense aid to them if they pos- 
sessed this information. They could 
warn other commanders of the best 
defensive means to be adopted in fu- 
ture. 

Complete mystery enshrouds 
fate of the officers and men of the 
craft which fail to-return, and the 
German admiralty can give relatives 
and friends no consoling knowledge 
‘of what has happened. The Germans 
are well aware that of all deaths that 
.in' a submarine may prove the most 
‘horrible. The vessel may have its 
horizontal rudders éar- 
tied away, in’ which case it may be

Potatoes Grown in Britain 
Potatoes Sell For What the Vane Is 
Worth 


An energetic campaign of potato 
growing was undertaken by the coun- 
ty council of the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, in England, early this 
year. The primary object of the 
campaign was to increase the allot- 
ments and small holdings and to help 
the worker to grow his own Vege- 
tables. .The potato crop in Ingland 
for 1916 was not so good as the av- 
erage for the last 10 years, but still 
it was not very bad. The < official 
estimate for the year 1915, taking—all 
the counties together, was 6.18 tons 
per acre, the average for the last 10 
years: 6.24 tons, and for 1916, 5.93 
tons. The warm limestone and loamy 
petato yielding districts of the coun- 
try shows a wide difference in fertil- 
ity; here four tons\and there 11 or 
12 tons to the acre. 

Thousands of acres of the 1916 po- 
tato crop became as valuable as the 
land that bore them. In the Fens of 
Lincolnshire, 18 acres of potatoes 
realized 1,000 pounds, which was 
rmore than the land itself | would 
bring in the market: In South Lin- 
colnshire a considerable quantity of 
potatdes was sold “green” at from 
80 pounds .to 100 pounds per acre. 
Lincolnshire was, in fact,’ the. best 
producing country. Lancashire and 
Cheshire- were" very, satisfactory, 
Notts was not nearly s6 good.

Swedish Workmen Had to Escape 
Slavery by Stealth 


A Swede has just returned from 
six weeks’ work in a German muni- 
tion factory at Torgan with a most 
distressing tale of the conditions of 
the workers there ‘including some 
French, Belgian and Russian prison- 
ers forced to. labor in the shops. 
The Swede was lured into Ger- 
many by a German named Biltzing, 
labor in 
German 


whd had been recruiting 
Sweden and Denmark for 
munition factories. 
Biltzing promised the Swede ten 
marks a day, with only two marks 
deducted for board and room and 
railroad fare. He accepted. and on 
the two-days trip to Torgan, his cn- 
tire food was -wo. sandwiches. 
The meals and lodgings were un- 
bearable, the Swede said. For break- 
fast they had two thin slices of 
read and imitation coffee. Mid-day. 
dinner consisted. of sauerkraut and 
potatoes and at supper they had only 
sauerkraut, which was mostly water. 
At tea-time in the afternoon they 
had in addition two more slices of 
bread without coffee. Their lodg- 
ing was.in the pit of an unused thea- 
tre, where thrity-two workmen . were 
barracked in bunks three’ tiers high. 

The ‘railroad “fare- was deducted 
Feat his first week’s wages~and he 
was told it would not be refunded or: 
the return ticket paid for unless Ire 
worked three months. He was forc- 
ed to work on Sundays and- was 
treated as-brutally as the war-prison- 
ers. y 

After six weeks the Swede and two 
others pawned their spare clothes, 
escaped by stealth and made _ their 
way sback to Sweden, where they are 
warning their fellow workers to ac- 
cept no German labor offers.

You have often scen tlre statement 
that: one_ rainfall during the past 
week has been so inany inches, Do 
you have an adequate idea of what 
this means? Few people have, re- 
marks London Tit-Bits. 

You read in the weather bulletins 
that two or three inches of rain 
sometimes fall in a day, but these 
figures really - convey very little m- 
formation and give no idea at all of 
the prodigality of nature. 

An acre contains 6,272,640 square 
inches of surface, and an inch of rain 
means, therefore, the same number 
of cubic inches of water. A gallon 
contains 27,727 cub inches of water, 
and an inch of rainfall means 22,622 
gallons to -the acre, and as a gallon 
of water weighs ten pounds, the 
rainfall on an acre is 226,220 pounds. 
Counting 2,000 pounds to the ton, an 
inch of rain means over 113 tons per 
acre.

Dermatology of War Differs From 
That of Peace, Says Med- 
ical Man . 


According to the Paris correspon- 
dent of the Medical Board, who, un- 
der date of July 5b, writesfon “Der- 

; matology of the War,” skin diseases 
ery vary greatly in war and peace.’ Ex- 
yosure to the shock of explosions 
hed been responsible also for cascs 
of psoriasis, a disease characterized 
circumscribed 


by an eruption of 
’ rounded patches of a red 
color covered with adherent white 


scales. Here is part of his letter: 

“The diseases of the campaigning 
soldier differ considerably in nature 
and frequency from those encounter- 
ed in limes of peace. In the derma- 
tological clinics of the Paris hospi- 
tals before the war one would cn- 
counter as the most frequent form 
-of dermatosis, eczema, scabies (itch) 
psoriasis, and tubercus trouble und- 
er lupic or varicose forins. Today cc- 
zema, tuberculides and, scabies are 
rare; being replaced in order of fre- 
quency by phthiriasis (parasites), 
eczema, and trichophytinous dis- 
eases (diseases affecting the hair), 
oftentimes marked by varied  pecul- 
taritics. 

“Tuberculides and tuberculosis of 
the skin are rare. This is not aston- 
ishing when one is acquainted with 
the rigorous care with. which  tuber- 
culous subjects were eliminated by 
the. medical examiners 
diers presented themselves for active 
service. The army life and exercise 
in the open air; the nourishment, 
-good-in—-qaality”~and--quantity, - have 
constituted great obstacles to the de- 
velopment of the attenuated forms 
of tuberculosis of the skin.

Listening to the Atlantic and Pacific

The Penalty of Carelessness 


Terrible Forest Fires Originating 


From Trifling Causes 


A man dropped a lighted match on 
the shore of Kalamalka Lake, British 
Columbia, on July 8th last. Within 
an hour a hot fire was racing through 
the underbrush, For three weeks 
after that there raged a series of for- 
est fires, defying the organized  ef- 
forts of hundreds of men. 

At one time 26 fire fighters were 
tinged about with flames while their 
relatives, shut off from them and 
helpless to aid, awaited news in ter- 
rorized suspense. Only after severe 
suffering from exhaustion, thirst and 
hunger did the band.of workers force 
their way thrpugh to safety. 

That experience is a big price 
pay for one person’s foolish act in 
handling matches in a forest. The 
court fined the careless man $50 but 
that does not help the province to 
bear the enormous loss, ’ 

One lighted match dropped on “one 
inch of inflammable ground expanded 
into fifteen miles of ruin. 

In the Spruce Valley fire of British 
Columbia of the same month, eleven 
men lost their lives, most of them 
tortured to death as -they struggied 
over the mountain tops. The fuse to 
that disaster was supplied by a small 
piece of lighted tobacco carelessly 


to 


thrown on the grassy floor of a 
tent. 
Ninety out of a hundred — tragic 


holocausts could be dvoided if every; 


Canadian camper and fisherman kept 
vigilant watch on his own pair of 
hands, and every settler kept a tight 
rein on his clearing fires. It does not 
cost five cents or five’ minutes to put 
out a camp fire or a cigarette or a 
match, but it costs the people of 
Canada four or five million dollars a 
year to partially overtake the timber 
damage caused by runaway flames.

Teichmann tells in detail of the new 
organization of German dye manu- 
facturers, with which they are al- 
ready completing their plans, and 
through which they hope to regain 
their old-time supremacy as soon as 
‘peace. gives them their opportunity. 
The report is an illuminating study 
of German organizing genius and 
business methods. 

In the fall of 1915 the heads of the 
scven great German dye companies, 
the Hoechster Farbwerke, the 
rische Anilin & Sodafabrik, Bayer of 
Leverkusen, Leopold Cassella & Co. 
of Frankfurt, the Aktiengesellschaft 
fuer Anilinfabrikation of Berlin and 
Treytow, the Chemische = Fabrik 
Griesheim, and the Chemische lMab- 
tik formals Weiler ter Meer, met in 
conference and formed an_ iron- 
bound agreement running for fifty 
years from Jan. 1, 1916, when it went 
formally ‘into effect. 

This agreement placed the foreign 
business of these seven great com- 
panies, with ‘a joint capital of well 
over $30,000,000, in the hands of a 
pool. Each of the members were 
pledged to maintain uniform prices, 
wage scales and hours of labor, uni- 
form standards of production, and, 
in fact, to work with the other 
members of the.company. The agree- 
ment provided for the division of 
foreign business pro rata, and risks 
and profits likewise, profits being 
divided upon a scale agreed upon.

—! 


War Conditions Make It Imperative 


That Farmers Keep Chicks 
From Dying thst 

At least fifty per cent, of the chick- 
ens, young ducks and turkeys and 
ten per cent. of the adult birds die 
each year from diseases, many. of 
which are preventable. This is an 
annual national” loss of probably 
millions of 
avoided to’a large extent. 

War conditions make it impera- 
tive that farmers and poultrymen,-as 
far as possible, stop this. enormous 
leak and in order to assist in. this 
connection Dr. Wickware _suggests 
that every breeder pay-~strict atten- 
tion to the general condiliohs of his 
flock in order that any ailing birds 
may be immediately isolated. When 
anything unusual is noted in the 
fowl, it is advisable to place the af- 
fected individual in separate quar- 
ters, If within a short time recov- 
cry does not take place, it is unwise 
to destroy the fowl without first as- 
certaining the cause of the disorder. 
The prevalence of disease is more 
often the cause of the poultry-keep- 
er’s failure than is the lack of prac- 
tical knowledge. The extreme im- 
Portance of keeping the quarters 
clean; isolation of all ailing fowls 
and immediate action in regard to 
finding out the cause cannot be too 
strongly impressed upon the*poul- 
tryman, 

When trouble occurs, forward to 
the Biological Laboratory, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, Ont., a 
live but sick fowl or in the absence 
of stich, a_dead bird. In the interval 
disinfect the quarters, runs, drinking 
foyatains and feed dishes to check 
the spread of the infectious disease. 


Disinfect the poultry houses by 
spraying the interior ‘with a ‘lime- 
wash solution (50 Ibs. stone . lime 


slaked in a barrel of water plus one 
gallon of a good comniercial disin- 
fectant). :

American Whaling 


Shown as an Excellent Example of 
Industrial Co-operation 


The business: principles of Ameri- 
can whaling are often mentioned as 
an excellent example of industrial 
co-operation. A ship is stocked and 
equipped by the owners and the 
profits of the cruise are distributed 
in the ratio of two-thirds to the cap-/ 
ilal invested and one-third to labor, 
No member of the crew receives 
wages or a guaranty of any sort, but 
(6 each is, allotted a certain share, 
termed the “lay,” of the net results, 
Tn general, the captain’s lay ranges 
from a fifteenth to an eighth, accord- 
ing to his whaling record. The mate 
and three lower officers, the four 
boatsteerers or harpooncts, the coop- 
er, steward, cook, carpenter, sea- 
men and green hands receive pro- 
portionate shares and so down to 
the cabin boy, whose lay is in’ the 
neighborhood of one two-hundredtlt, 
called the “long lay.” Thus the pro- 
fit of each individual depends: upon 
the success of the cruise. Ships have 
sometimes failed to pay for their 
fitting out; on the other hand, the 
Onward, of New Bedford, once re- 
turned with a catch worth at the pre- 
vailing prices, $395,000, of which the 
captain’s lay was $40,000 and that of 
the least member of the crew about 
$2,000,

sels, transported across the continent, 
and reshipped from Atlantic ports to 
the allied countries. 

New wheat crops will be harvest- 
ed in Argentina in December and 
January, in Australia in January, and 
in India in February and March. The 
}coming Argentina crop is officially es-

This ferment of reconstruction Is 
a wonderful thing, and on the whole 
an admirable thing... But there is} 
one event in which {it will come to 
nothing—so far as this country is 
concerned. It will come to nothing 
ifthe Germans win, We shall have| at } 
neither the heart, the enthusiasm, { ; J - AA’, 
the means, the money, nor the lib- 
erty to carry our schemes into’ ef- 
fect. Nothing will. be left of the fer- 
ment but the gas that has been 
given off and a black sediment at- 
the bottom of the tank. Meanwhile 
the world will unquestionably be re- 
constructed—by. the Germdans—and 
ina manner that none of us ap- 
proves of, 

In that event the future historian 
will have some comments. to , make 
about all. this which will~not. be 
pleasant reading to those of us who 
may live to read them. “These 
worthy people,” he will say, “spent 
too much of thelr time and energy 
on this . business, and too little on 
bringing the war to the only  con- 
clusion. that would have given them 
a chance.” He might even go far- 
ther and make certain remarks 
which would render us rather ridicu- 
lous in the eyes of posterity. For 
example, he might say, quoting chap- 
ter and verse, that a large number 
of Britons during the war fell into an 
evil habit of condoling themseives 
for their losses on land and sea by a 
kind ofy reconstructive debauch. 
When they lost an ironclad in the 
North sca, or a position in Flanders, 
they proceeded forthwith to hold a 
conference on. reconstruction ‘and 
proposed a new feligion. 
casualties were exceptionally scrious 
they began talking about cugenics 
and held- a baby week. 
Bucharest «as captured thicy dis- 
cussed a league of peace; and.so on. 

These remarks were actually made 
in my hearing the other day; not, 
indeed, by a future historian, but by 
an intelligent young officer newly 
returned from the trenches, And | 
imagine that after the war. these in- 
telligent young officers, not to speak 
of the privates, will have a good 
deal to say in moulding the verdicts 
of history. If we lose the war. they 
will come back in wrath ‘and we, who 
have made our chicf contribution 
to the war by reconstructing society 
during their -absence, will have to 
lool: out for ourselves! There is 
only one way; So far as I can see, of 
averting their anger. And it is too 
obvious to be named.—L> P. Jacks in 
Land and Water. :
